"Althoug h it takes many years of 
actual observation and experience be­ 
fore one can become a diamond expert, 
there are a few simple tests which will 
considerably aid a buyer of diamonds. 
One 
test 
is to prick a needle hole 
throug h a card and look at the hole 
throug h the doubtful stone. 
“ If the latter is spurious two holes 
will be seen, but If it Is a 
diamond 
only one hole will be visible. 
Every 
imitation stone which resembles a dia­ 
mond g ives a double reflection, wliila 
the diamond’s refraction is sing le. 
“ This is a delicate test, because It is 
difficult to see even a sharp and de­ 
fined object throug h a diamond. The 
sing le refraction o f the diamond also 
allows one to determine an uncertain 
stone. 
"If the fing er is placed behind it and 
viewed throug h the stone with a watch­ 
maker's g lass, the g rain of the skin 
will he plainly seen if the stone Is not 
a diamond. 
But if it is a diamond the 
g rain o f the skin will not be distin­ 
g uished at all. 
"A diamond In solid setting s may he 
Identified In the same manner. 
If g en­ 
uine, the setting at the back cannot be 
discerned, but If it Is a phony stone 
the foil or setting will he seen. 
"There Is no acid which has any per­ 
ceptible effect upon a g enuine diamond. 
Hydroflurie acid, if dropped on a stone 
made of g lass, will corrode it, but will 
not affect a diamond one way or the 
other. A trained eye can see the hard­ 
ness in a diamond, whereas the im ita­ 
tions appear so ft to the vision of the 
experts.”

“ In God We T rust” is to disappear 
forever from Un ited States coins un­ 
less Con gress acts con trary to the wish­ 
es of Presid en t Roosevelt, an d the lat­ 
ter appeals to the [« eople of the nation 
to preven t such action . 
Mr. Roosevelt Wed n esd ay came out 
squarely an d d ecisively again st havin g 
the sacred motto on mon ey. He 
d e­ 
clares. in brief, that the in scription is 
a sacrilege when placed on filthy lucre, 
that it d oes positive harm an d th at it 
has been the cause of a great amoun t 
of irreveren ce. 
If Con gress compels hhu to d o so, the 
Presid en t says he will 
restore 
the 
word s immed iately, but n ot un til then 
will he d o so. 
He assumes full respon ­ 
sibility for the omission 011 the n ew 
gold coin s an d shows the warm th of his 
con viction s in the m atter in a respon se 
to various m in isters’ association s which 
have ad d ressed the executive on the 
subject. 


L e t t e r S et* F o r t h H I* V i e w » . 
In an swer to on e of tlie man y pro­ 
tests received at the White House, Pres­ 
id en t Roosevelt has w ritten the follow­ 
in g le tte r: 


When the question of the n ew coin age 
came up we looked in to the law an d 
foun d there was n o warran t thereiun for 
puttin g “‘In God We Trust” on the coin s. 
As the custom, although without legal 
warran t, had grown up, however, I might 
have felt at liberty to keep the in scrip­ 
tion had I approved its bein g on the coin ­ 
age. 
But as I d id n ot approve of it, I 
d id n ot d irect that it should again be 
put on . 
Of course the matter of the law 
is absolutely in the han d s of Con gress 
an d an y d irection of Con gress in the mat­ 
ter will be immed iately obeyed . At pres­ 
en t, as I have said , there is n o warran t 
in law for the in scription . 
My own feelin g in the matter is d ue to 
my very firm con viction that to put such 
a motto on coin s, or to use it m an y kin ­ 
d red man n er, n ot on ly d oes a© good , but 
d oes positive harm, an d is in effect irrev­ 
eren ce which comes d an gerously close to 
sacrilege. 
A beautiful an d solemn sen ­ 
ten ce such as the on e in question should 
be treated an d uttered on ly with that 
fin e reveren ce which n ecessarily implies a 
certain exaltation of spirit. 
An y use 
which ten d s to cheapen it an d , above 
all, an y use which ten d s to secure its 
bein g treated in a spirit of levity, is from 
every stan d poin t profoun d ly to be regret­ 
ted . 
It is a motto which it is in d eed well 
to have in scribed on our great n ation al 
mon umen ts, in our temples of justice, in 
our legislative halls an d in build in gs such 
as those at West Poin t an d An n apolis 
in short, wherever it will ten d to arouse 
an d in spire a lofty emotion in those who 
look thereon . 
But it seems to me emi­ 
n en tly un wise to cheapen such a motto 
by use on coin s, just as it would be to 
cheapen it by use on postage stamps or 
in ad vertisemen ts. 
As regard s its use on the coin age we 
have actual experien ce by which to go. 
In all my life I have n ever heard an y 
human bein g speak reveren tly of this 
motto on the coin s or show an y sign s of 
its havin g appealed to an y high emotion 
in him, but I have literally hun d red s of 
times heard it used as an occasion of an d 
in citemen t to the sn eerin g rid icule which 
it is above all thin gs un d esirable that so 
beautiful an d exalted a phrase should 
excite. 
If Con gress alters the law an d d irects 
me to roplace on the coin s the sen ten ce 
in question , the d irection will be imme­ 
d iately put in to effect; hut I very earn ­ 
estly trust that the religious sen timen t 
of the coun try, the spirit of reveren ce in 
the coun try, will preven t an y such action 
bein g taken .

N itro g lycerin Explosion at B rad n er, 
O., W recks P lan t. 
The Hercules n itroglycerin 
factory, 
located a mile an d a half east of Brad ­ 
n er, Ohio, blew up with terrific for« * 
Wed n esd ay morn in g. 
On ly three em­ 
ployes were in the n eighborhood when 
the explosion occurred , an d 
two 
of 
these were killed . 
Nothin g remain s of 
the factory except a huge pit in the 
earth, showin g where it was located . 
In Brad n er n o great d amage was d on e, 
except to win d ows an d m irrors, whicn 
were shattered by hun d red s. 
On e of 
the men killed met a terrible d eath. lie 
was battered up by the explosion an d 
fell amon g the d ebris, which -caught 
fire, an d he was burn ed to d eath. The

Why issue interest bearing bo nds to 
aid banks and guarantee private(natio n- 
al bank) no tes? Let banks like all 
o ther enterprises do business o n their 
o wn capital. 
They can then make a 
reaso nable legitimate pro fit o r quit il 
no t wo rthy o f public co nfidence. 


Uncle Sam’s mo ney is go o d eno ugh 
fo r everybo dy. Banks that lo ck up o ur 
medium o f exchange in their vaults, 
cry stringency, then try to get unjust 
usury and attempt to fo ist their script 
o n the inno cent public, sho uld be so und­ 
ly rebuked and fo rced to do straight 
legal^banking, o r clo sed up. We do n't 
w^nt any mere “Wild Cat Mo ney” times 
like befo re the Civil w ar. 


Green backs are just as safe and well 
secured as U. S. bo nds. The banks and 
capitalists want U. S. bo nds that draw 
interest, but are no t taxable, while the

Forty-nine railway systems in the West 
and middle West, many’ of them operating 
from Chicago, have made large reductions 
in the numb er of employes in the me­ 
chanical, construction aud maintenance 
of way departments during the past few 
days. 
Between twenty-five and thirty 
thousand have b een laid off. No great re­ 
duction in the train service so far liaa 
b een ordered. 
Building trades in Chi­ 
cago are slacking down on work. 
In the 
b ridge and structural iron trade Business 
Agent Mackin says that ab out one-half 
of the memb ers are idle. The total mem­ 
b ership of the union is 1,200. The archi­ 
tectural iron workers have not as yet felt 
the loss of employment. 
In a memb er­ 
ship of 1,000 none are on the idle list. 
The Building Lab orers and Hodearriers’ 
Union, numb ering ab out 12,000 memb ers, 
according to an official of that union, 
have ab out 40 per cent of their memb er­ 
ship out of work, with no immediate pros­ 
pects b f b usiness improvement. Six thou­ 
sand painters who *were practically all 
employed one year ago find 43 per cent 
of their numb er out of work. 
Alex Mac­ 
Donald, secretary of the union, said, that 
one firm employing 200 men laid off all 
b ut seven, giving as a reason that cur­ 
rency could not b e secured with which 
to meet the payroll. 
The Metal Trades’ 
Association, composed of 123 firms, em­ 
ploying 
35,000 men, reports Ib e entire 
force still at work.

Las Vega8, which therefore b ecomes the 
wealthiest community, per capita, in 
the United States.

The land is» b eing placed on the m arket 
in tracts of 50,000 acres, and one b lock 
m ust b e sold b efore the next is opened. 
The money is to b e used as a perm a­ 
nent school fund. 
The proceeds from 
the sale of* the land will b e invested 
and the interest will he used for main­ 
tenance of the pub lic schools. 
The 
schools will therefore b ecome indepen­ 
dent of taxes and taxing authorities. 
This is b elieved to b e the only instance 
of the kind in this country. 
The m arket for all kinds of crops is 
large and is continually increasing. 
The soil is finely adapted to the culture 
of sugar b eets to which some of the 
farm ers intend to devote considerab le 
acreage. A b eet sugar factory is prom­ 
ised If the plan is carried out. 


A deed of b argain and sale from the 
Norfolk and Southern Railroad Company 
to the Norfolk and Southern Railway 
Company, conveying all ef the rolling 
stock aud other property to the latter 
concern for a consideration of $10, has 
b een filed at Norfolk. Va. 
That railroad b uilding in the United 
States has reached its maximum under 
existing conditions, and that b usiness is 
growing five times as fast as the mileage, 
is the latest pessimistic view announced 
b y President Hill of the Great Northern. 
He says further that there is no money 
to invest in- railways in view of the atti­ 
tude of the State Legislatures and of the 
national government in passing regulative 
and restrictive measures. 
“ If the present pernicious legislation 
against railroads is persisted in, and more 
particularly the enforcement of the 2- 
cents-a-mile passenger rate, I, as a rail­ 
road president, say that it would b e b et­ 
ter to ab andon all passenger trains and 
close all the passenger stations In the 
United States than continue the running 
of them at the expense of the stockhold­ 
ers. 
The passenger b usiness is now car­ 
ried on at a loss, and to this,' 2-cents-a- 
mile legislation I attrib ute in no small 
degree the present financial depression in 
the United States.” This is the language 
said to have b een used b y George J. 
Gould, president of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad and the owner of a controlling 
interest in a vast numb er of railroads 
throughout the country. 
Mr, Gould has 
just returned from a seven months’ ab ­ 
sence in Europe, where, he said, the peo­ 
ple were timid ab out investing in Ameri­ 
can stocks in view of the recent hostile 
legislation against corporations. 
He said 
that among the reasons to which he at­ 
trib uted the late financial panic was the 
terrib le verdict against the Standard Oil 
Company for reb ating. 
He thought there 
was no comparison b etween the railroads 
of this country and those of Europe, al­ 
though there were some pretty fair ones 
in Germany. 
The report of the Erie railroad for the 
last fiscal year, which is now made pub ­ 
lic, is remarkab le in several respects, b ut 
chiefly in the statement that not a single 
pa sseng er out of 24,19 9 ,723 carried was 
killed during the year. At the same time 
there was a reduction in the cost of op­ 
eration and more passengers were carried, 
at a less rate per mile. 
Wages were in­ 
creased a million dollars in the aggregate. 
In spite of the b ig increase in wages, the 
road made a gain in net earnings of near­ 
ly $2,000,000, the total b eing $16,171,- 
356. 
The Georgia State Railroad Commis­ 
sion has issued an order calling upon the 
Central of Georgia railroad end ffhe 
Southern Railway Company for “full 
disclosures touching the sale of the stock 
of the former so far as the facts may b e 
known to them or their companies or ap­ 
pearing in the b ooks or documents in their 
possession.”

Prohib ition is the only political issue 
in the South, w rites William E. Curtis 
in the Chicago Record-Herald. The en­ 
tire population is now lined up on one 
side or the other. 
There is no dis­ 
tinct prohib ition party, b ut b oth of the 
old parties have put planks in their 
platform s advocating the ab olition of 
the liquor traffic and at local elections 
the memb ers of b oth are found voting 
for and against local option and pro­ 
hib ition. 
The strongest argum ent in favor of 
prohib ition is the imperative necessity 
of keeping whisky out of the reach of 
the reckless, lawless colored elem ent 
T hat argum ent carried Georgia and if 
proving equally strong in other States 
b ecause it is b elieved that nearly all 
the crimes, the assaults that lead tc 
lynchings, are due to whisky. 
Georgia has taken the lead in the 
movement. 
G reat impetus was given 
to it b y the race riots that occurred 
at A tlanta last spring and were pro­ 
voked b y drunken ’ egroes. 
Georgia Las 
general prohib ition 
law, and the sale of liquor Is ab solute­ 
ly prohib ited throughout that State. 
In Alab ama a law has recently b een 
passed authorizing each county to vot€ 
on the liquor question, and a large ma­ 
jority of the counaies have already vot­ 
ed for prohib ition. 
It is predicted that 
the next Legislature will pass a gen­ 
eral prohib ition law. 
In Arka nsa s a sim ilar law prevails, 
and sixty out of seventy-eight counties 
have adopted prohib ition. 
In Florida thirty out of forty-11 v« 
counties have suppressed all saloons 
and the Democratic party has declared 
for prohib ition. 
This means the adop 
tion of a general prohib ition law at 
the next session of the Legislature. 
In 
Kentucky—m irab ile 
dictu—the 
sale of liquor is prohib ited in an b ut 
four of the 110 counties of the State, 
and even in those every saloon is closed 
on Sunday. 
In Louisiana seven-eighths of the 
counties are dry, and there is a law 
prohib iting 
what 
are 
called 
“jug 
trains.” 
Before this law was passed 
accommodation trains used to run from 
cities and towns where liquor was sold 
into the “dry counties” on Saturdays 
so that thirsty citizens could b uy a 
supply for Sunday. 
Mississippi has had county local op­ 
tion for several years, and in sixty- 
eight out of seventy-five counties there 
are laws prohib iting not only the sale 
of liquor, b ut it must not b e giver 
away. 
A man may b e sent to jail for 
inviting a visitor to take a drink with 
him in his own house. 
This law is 
hab itually evaded b y placing the b ottle 
and the glasses on the sideb oard or the 
mantelpiece, where visitors can help 
themselves.* 
South Carolina has recently repealed 
the dispensary law and adopted county 
option instead, and it is expected that 
a general prohib ition law wili b e pass­ 
ed at the next session of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
In North Carolina Gov. Glenn, who 
is leader of the Democratic party, is 
also leader of the prohib ition move­ 
ment and is stumping the State in sup­ 
port of it. 
In Tennessee liquor is sold in b ut 
three comities. 
Its sale is ab solutely 
prohib ited everywhere else, 
and the 
memb ers of the next Legislature from 
other parts of the State will prob ab ly 
wipe out those wet sfa>ts a t the next 
session. 
In Texas two-thirds of the counties 
have adopted ab solute prohib ition and 
have made it unlawful to give away 
ns well as to sell liquor, as in Missis­ 
sippi. 
Prohib ition Is the principal is­ 
sue of the campaign now in progress. 
West Virginia 
has 
ab olished the 
liquor traffic in thirty out of fifty-five 
counties, and prohib ition is likely to 
b e an issue in the next campaign. 
Oklahoma, like Georgia, nas passed 
i general prohib itory law. 
Prohib ition has not made much head­ 
way in the State of Virginia so far, 
b ut the sentim ent is growing, and the 
epidemic is likely to spread over the 
b oundaries of the neighb oring States 
without much delay. 
Saturday afternoon the streets of the 
cities of the^ South are always crowded 
with eolpred people from the country 
enjoying a holiday and spending their 
earnings for confectionery, rib b ons, gilt 
jewelry and other useless ob jects which 
seem to fascinate them. 
But, owing 
to the prohib ition law, the men usually 
jo home sob er. 
They consume vast 
¡juantitles of “soft drinks,” and occa­ 
sionally get a little liquor from some 
pity friend, b ut the police are vigilant 
and it is very difficult for them to ob ­ 
tain firewater. 


TWO DEPORTANT BILLS. 


Sena to r Bev eridg e to Intro duce One 
a nd McCumber the Other. 
As soon as Congress convenes it is 
understood that Senator Beveridge will 
introduce the first b ill to carry into 
effect one of the recommendations Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt has made several times 
in his speeches and which he prob ab ly 
will rejieat in his message-—a measure 
for the taxing of inheritances. 
D etails of the Indiana Senator’s b ill 
have not b een made pub lic and may not 
b e given out b efore the eve of the ses­ 
sion. 
It is recognized that such a 
measure as this, which is b ound to pro­ 
voke criticism and constitutional argu­ 
ment, and prob ab ly constitutional quib ­ 
b ling» , m ust b e draw n w ith every pre­ 
caution possib le. 
Senator P. J. McCumb er of North 
Dakota, who has b een in W ashington 
for some time, and who 1ms b een in 
frequent consultation with Mr. Roose­ 
velt, already has draw n a b ill to carry 
out a second of the President’s recom­ 
mendations—a b ill to provide for the 
incorporation, controlled and governed, 
of associations organized to carry on 
b usiness, enter into or b ecome a part of 
Interstate commerce.” 
This 
McCumb er 
m easure provides 
that an association for carrying on any 
Interstate commerce b usiness may b e 
formed of any numb er of persons not 
fewer than three, and that such persons 
shall state in the articles of association 
the b usiness it is intended to conduct, 
and shall sub mit the association’s name 
to the Secretary of Commerce and La­ 
b or for his approval. 
The principal 
place of b usiness is to b e given; the 
tim e it is intended to continue in b usi­ 
ness must b e stated, and the directors’ 
names and residences must b e set forth, 
with the amount of capital stock of the 
association and the shares into which 
it is to b e divided. 
Once a year the b usiness b ody li­ 
censed b y the government to carry on 
interstate operations shall 
present a 
full statem ent showing “its gross and 
net earnings, all improvements or addi­ 
tions that have b een made, the cost 
thereof, the value of Its assets, how the 
moneys received b y it have b een ex­ 
pended and such other information con­ 
cerning the conduct of its b usiness as 
may b e required.” 
Provision is made 
for the annulm ent of a license, or, as 
it Is called in 
the b ill, “certificate,” 
when the requirements of the law have 
not b een m et The dissolution of a cor­ 
poration. however, shall not ab ate any 
action which may have b een 
taken 
against it. 
This McCumb er b ill is the 
first of its kind of which the pub lic has 
knowledge, 


An Amphibio us Auto mo bile. 
The old idea of a wheeled vehicle that 
should run b oth on the land and in the 
water has b een realized in a recent inven­ 
tion b y a Frenchman named Ravellier, 
according to an article translated for the 
Literary Digest. 
The b ody has the gen­ 
eral form of a b oat’s hull of steel, with 
wheels on axles passing through water­ 
tight tub es. 
It is driven b y a twenty 
horse-power motor,.with a speed-changing 
axle so prolonged as to run a screw pro­ 
peller when the machine enters the water, 
while a rudder is controlled b y the steer­ 
ing gear. The b oat will leare the water 
with its own power if the slope is not 
more than 15 per cent, b ut if greater than 
this, tackle attached to a tree or rock and 
operated b y a windlass in the b ow is re­ 
lied upon to dra w the carriage fro m the 
wa ter. 


A Co urt o f Kelia blllta tlo n. 
Roland D. Molineux, the well-known 
New Yorker who was acquitted of the 
charge of murder in the first degree after 
having occupied the death house at Sing 
Sing, has written for Charities and the 
Commons an article advocating a new 
kind of court, to b e known as the court 
of rehab ilitation. 
Mr. Molineux asserts 
that no 
human 
b eing, whatsoever his 
crime, should b e sentenced to a definite 
term in prison. 
lie points out that we 
spend $1,000,000,00(* a year in a fruit­ 
less and farcical contest with, crime, or 
twice as much as we spend on our works 
of veligion, charity and education. 
He 
contends that this is due solely to the fact 
that we sentence criminals to a definite 
punishment. 
Such imprisonment, he ar­ 
gues, is w’orse than useless and itself a 
crime, for the criminal in almost every 
case is released a more dangerous menace 
than b efore his incarceration. 
It is ad­ 
mitted that the criminal law aims to b en­ 
efit society. 
Mr. Molineux declares that 
it fails in this. 
He adds that it should 
aim to b enefit the criminal, and in this it 
could succeed. 
His first proposition, then, is this: That 
a criminal court should determine b ut one 
thing, the guilt or innocence of the de­ 
fendant, and that if guilty, whether of 
murder or disorderly conduct, the one 
and unvarying sentence should b e b anish­ 
ment from society.

The lack of curency throughout the- 
agricultural sections accounts for de­ 
creased m arketings of crops, b ut it i» 
also evident that there are large w ith­ 
holdings for higher prices.

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W AS T H E HOM E OF KINGS. 


This Eng lia h Pa la ce, Recently So ld, 
Nea rly SI* Cento rie» Old. 
The cause of a cold shiver running 
up and down the b ack of the B ritish 
pub lic has b een removed, says the K an­ 
sas City S tar. 
The old palace a t R ich­ 
mond, linked w ith the royal houses of 
E ngland for full 400 years, w hich has 
b een on the m arket for some tim e and 
w hich It w as feared would fall Into the 
hands of tha t ever present b ogey, the 
A m erican m illionaire, has b een corrall­ 
ed b y an Englishm an. 
And therein lies 
a tale of how the A m erican m illion­ 
aire m issed a grand opportunity of b e­ 
coming possessed of a royal palace w ith 
ghosts, a hidden treasure and a history 
of royal occupancy ex tending over four 
centuries. 
It Is doub tful if m any other palaces 
In E ngland can show a pedigree so long 
as tha t of the house of Richmond. 
It 
dates b ack to the fourteenth century, ^ 
w hen E dw ard II. lived therein and 
b rought his long reign to a close b y 
dying w ithin Its four w alls. 
Servants w ere not as decorous or as 
honest In those days as they are to­ 
day, for we read tha t Im m ediately It 
b ecame known tha t the m onarch w as 
dead his dom estics pillaged the castle 
and carried off alm ost everything of 
value. 
T hat w as ra the r hard on his 
heir, b ut the la tte r does not appear to 
have suffered very much, for w ith the 
help of his fam ous m aster of w orks, 
Geoffrey Chaucer, R ichard II. added 
considerab ly to the b uilding. 
Anne, 
Queen of R ichard II., died w ithin its 
walls, w hereupon tha t m onarch, out of 
m isery and grief, razed the palace to 
the ground. 
It w as sub sequently re­ 
stored b y one of the Ilenrys. 
A w onderful story of b uried treasure 
dates from the occupancy of H enry 
V II., w ho died in the palace a fte r a 
residence of eight years. 
He Is said 
to have le ft b urled In its secret vaults, 
$9,000,000 In gold, Jewels and plate. 
H istory falls to supply the interesting 
new s as to w hether or not It was recov­ 
ered b y any sub sequent occupant and 
there Is a b are chance tha t it still may 
b e hid aw ay b eneath the w alls of the 
b uilding. 
M uch-m arried 
H enry 
V III. 
lived 
there for aw hile, as did his daughter, 
“Bloody M ary.” D uring the la tte r’s in­ 
teresting reign It served as a prison for 
her sister, th« “Good Queen Bess,” upon 
whom It w as finally settled. 
Queen 
M ary cam« there w ith her newly w ed­ 
ded co nso rt P hilip of Spain, and the 
couple spent the happiest tim e of their 
m arried life w ithin Its confines. 
The last royal personage to live In 
the old castle w as Queen C harlotte. As 
It stands to-day It Is b ut an Inconsid­ 
erab le portion of the original Palace of 
Sheen, as It w as known. 
It has five 
reception rooms and ten b edroom » The 
m ajor portloh of the palace w as pulled 
down during the Civil W ar. 
T he re­ 
m aining portion, however, stands just 
as It w as restored b y one of the early 
H enrys—one of the m ost interesting 
historical relics of the England of the 
pa s t

900,000 for engineering w ork alone. F or 
the engineer w ork involved the comple­ 
tion of the defense* recom m ended b y 
the T a ft b oard the estim ate is $16,052,- 
413. Gen. M ackenzie’s report deals also 
w ith the im provem ent of riv ers and 
harb ors. 
It sub m its estim ates aggre­ 
gating $27,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1909. 


T here is to b e an epidem ic of ra il­ 
way regulation legislation in the v ari­ 
ous legislatures throughout the U nited 
S tates during the comipg Winter. L ast 
w inter there w as an epidem ic of two- 
cont-a-m ile fa re law s. 
The New York 
pub lic utilities law, for which Gov. 
H ughes is responsib le, and which is 
very sw eeping in its provisions. Is like­ 
ly to he used as a model. 
The officials 
of the New York Pub lic Service Com­

RECORD IS OF GREAT VALUE 


Wonderful Growth In Production of 
Coal Shown, and Condition of 
tbe 
Miners Has Been Greatly 
Improv ed.

bureau of labor statistics makes a sug-

This record 
is also an in tex to the great am oun t 
of work d on e in on e of the m od est d e­ 
partm en ts of the state govern m en t, 
con cern in g which the gen eral public 
has heard very little. 
T here has been a won d erful growth 
In the prod uction of coal in Illin ois 
sin ce the first report was issued by 
the bureau of labor statistics. Then it 
was 11,017,069 ton B an n ually; n ow it is 
88,317,581 ton s. Then 20,290 men were 
given employmen t in 
the 
In d ustry; 
n ow the n um ber of men employed is 
62,283. 
The record of the bureau shows that 
the greatest progress in the busin ess 
of coal min in g has been mad e sin ce 
the year 1897. Durin g these ten years 
the an n ual prod uction has in creased 
18,222,823 ton s, or 91 per c e n t 
The bureau of labor statistic« has 
played an 
im portan t 
part 
in 
the 
chan ges which

Man y of the n ew m ethod s employed 
are the result of in vestigation s an d in ­ 
form ation secured through the d epart­ 
m en t 
It has been active, too, in se­ 
curin g better thin gs for the men em­ 
ployed In the In d ustry, an d the min ­ 
in g laws for the protection of life an d 
property ajre either its work or the 
result of In formation an d statistics 
collected by the d epartm en t 
It is n ow ten years sin ce the pres­ 
en t ad m in istration of the bureau took 
hold . 
D urirg the in terven in g period 
the un iform work d ay of eight hours 
has been established In the in d ustry; 
the wages of m in ers have In creased , 
In some in stan ces 100 per con t.; the 
so-called truck system has been abol­

An example of w hat the bureau is 
accom plishin g alon g this lin e is given 
in the comm en t mad e in the an n ual re­ 
port on a sin gle item of the statistics. 
This has to d o e^ith the am oun t of 
powd er used in the min es, an d as 
showin g the practical character of the 
d epartm en t’s work it 
is 
valuable. 
After quotin g figures from on e of the 
statistical tables in th« d etailed re­ 
port, the followin g observation s are 
mad e: 
“The table shows 
th at * 1,027,373 
kegs of powd er were used , prod ucin g 
an averago of 33.25 ton s per keg. 
W here the min in g is d on e exclusively 
.by m achin es the prod uct was 101 ton s. 
In the powd er-usin g min es where ma­ 
chin es are n ot employed the prod uct 
was 27 ton s to the keg. 
“These figures can n ot be con strued 
in an y other light than a criticism , 
either of the qualification of the men 
n ow* employed in the min es, or as a 
rebuke to their work method s. 
It re­ 
quires n o further In quiry to con d emn 
an y system of 
min in g 
n ecessitatin g 
the use of powd er where the actual 
results, as in this case, yield but 
a 
fraction over on © ton to every poun d 
of powd er burn ed . 
“These facts, regrettable 
as 
they 
are, fully con firm an d justify, in the 
in terest of life, the n ecessity for an d 
the wisd om of that provision of the re­ 
cen t law requirin g th at ali% employes 
shall be out of the min es d urin g the 
process of blastin g. 
In the face of 
such a situation the m erest con sid era­ 
tion for human welfare d eman d s that 
an un skilled han d should n ot be per­ 
m itted to touch a d ead ly explosive 
where the life of an in n ocen t person 
may be in volved .” 
In this same con n ection the bureau 
m akes a recom men d ation which is il­ 
lustrative of the in fluen ce it has been 
able to exert in securin g legislation 
for the betterm en t of min e commis­ 
sion s. 
It suggests a n ew plan for the 
han d lin g of explosives in min es, which 
con tem plated 
the 
employmen t of a 
corps of practical men in each min e. 
In support of this proposition the bu­ 
reau quotes from 
its 
statistics 
to 
prove th at the system suggested is 
feasible, an d says: 
Sav ing of Life Important. 
“This system would leave to the so- 
called m in ers the work chiefly of load ­ 
in g coal, a task for which most of 
them are best ad apted . Nothin g short, 
of a plan of this kin d will solve the 
problem s which the situation presen t 
K is a useless waste of valuable time 
« •« actin g laws requirin g th at on ly 
so 
much powd er shall be used , th at d rill 


holes shall be mad e at a certain an gle 
from the free face of the coal, etc. 
“These are term s that on ly those 
ed ucated in the busin ess un d erstan d , 
an d Jtmt very few of that class are 
n ow in the min es. 
Such regulation s 
m ight be effective if mad e for the 
guid an ce of in telligen t men specially 
fitted for th a t work, but n ot otherwise. 
Objection s to the plan here suggested , 
which is in fact but an exten sion and 
completion of the presen t system of 
shot firin g, ¡may be 
urged on the 
groun d of expen se, an d that whether 
the operator, the miner, or both con­ 
tribute to meet i 
t 


in the min es this year, bein g an in ­ 
crease of n early 9 0,000 kegs over 1905. 
Urg es Trained Shot Firers. 
“Powd er at prevailin g prices sells 
for $ 1.75 per keg of 25 poun d s. 
Ac­ 
cord in g to this calculation the m in ers 
paid in 19 06 for powd er alon e n early 
$1,000,8 00. 
Much of 
this 
property, 
represen tin g great value, was prac­ 
tically wasted in the han d s of In com­ 
peten t men . It is en tirely safe to state 
th at fully on e-half of the powd er used 
w as burn ed , n ot in makin g, but in d e­ 
stroyin g coal. 
“If the use of powd er in th e han d s 
of train ed men could perform d ouble 
the work, as we thin k it would , then 
un d er the presen t practice the d irect 
mon ey loss to the m in ers was equal 
to $9 00,005; sayin g n othin g of the loss 
sustain ed by the min in g plan t an d the 
con sumin g public, accruin g from the 
prod uction of an in ferior quality of 
coaL 
In stead of an 
ad d ition al 
ex­ 
pen se un d er the plan proposed the 
savin g effected would prove the beat 
fin an cial in vestm en t the min in g in d us­ 
try could m ake.” 
The statistics collected by the bu­ 
reau con cern in g the loss 
of 
life in 
min es is an in terestin g feature of the 
report. 
Figures are given from 14 
coal-prod ucin g states, in clud in g G reat 
Britain , an d Illin ois stan d s tw elfth in 
the n um ber of lives lost, based upon 
the am oun t of coal prod uced . 
Con sid ­ 
erin g that Illin ois stan d s n ext to Pen n ­ 
sylvan ia as a coal-prod ucin g state this 
is regard ed as a cred itable showin g, 
but the bureau suggests th at proper 
regulation s would further red uce the 
loss of life. 
Con cern in g the effect of 
the n ew shot firers’ law, passed in 19 05, 
the report says: 
“W hile the experien ce of this first 
year un d er the shot firers’ law sus­ 
tain s the con ten tion th at its ad option 
would d imin ish the n um ber of fatali­ 
ties d ue to such causes, it would bo 
un fair to con fin e our jud gm en t of the 
ultim ate effects of the law’s operation 
to the results shown by the presen t 
year, for the reason th at man y of 
those acceptin g the position of shot 
flrer had n o previous experien ce 
in 
such work; besid es the greater n um ­ 
ber of lives were lost an d the m ost 
property d estroyed in con sequen ce of 
firin g shots d rilled in the solid in en ­ 
tries or other n arrow work. 
“This practice was in open violation 
of the word an d spirit of 
the 
law, 
which prohibits an yon e from d rillin g 
or shootin g w hat is kn own as a d eep 
bole. 
Had this provision of the law 
jeen observed the lives of man y of 
the shot firers who were killed would 
have been spared . 
Un fortun ately, in 
the case of a few, their d eaths were 
d ue either to ign oran ce of their d uties 
or gross an d in excusable n egligen ce. 
There is every reason to expect, part­ 
ly from a better 
kn owled ge 
of 
the 
work an d the exercise of greater care, 
lhat the n um ber of accid en ts from 
ihese causes In the future will be re­ 
d uced to a min imum. 
“Accid en ts, particularly In an occu­ 
pation as hazard ous as th at of coal 
min in g, seem to sustain a certain re­ 
lation to the volume of the prod uct 
an d the n um ber of 
men 
employed . 
Both as to men an d ton s the n um ber 
employed an d the output this year ex­ 
ceed th at of an y sim ilar period , while, 
compared with the record of the last 
few years, there has been a substan ­ 
tial red uction in the n um ber of fatali­ 
ties resultin g from the use of pow­ 
d er.”

The n um ber of men accid en t­ 
ally killed d urin g the year was 155, of 
which n um ber 147 were killed in sid e 
an d eight outsid e 
the 
min es. 
The 
n um ber of wives mad e wid ows was 
103 an d n um ber of child ren left fa­ 
therless was 333. 
The report shows 
th at on e man out of 130 was in jured . 
The coal min ed d urin g the year was 
hauled on 43 railroad s which han d led 
33,096,110 ton s of coal prod uced from 
54 coun ties. 
The Illin ois Cen tral rail­ 
road was again at the head of the list, 
haulin g 7,238,773 ton s of 
coal 
pro­ 
d uced from 112 min es in 21 coun ties. 
The W abash railroad , 
which 
stood 
fifth In 1905, was secon d in 1906, haul­ 
in g 3,241,612 ton s of coaL
